Superstores TESCO 
‘would cost Agjnji 
town centre 
millions 


Supermarket 


} Tesco and Asda plans are named 
as retail experts' favoured options 


TESCO has come out on top 
in a review of the applications 
from supermarkets bidding to 
enter or expand in Newmarket 
- but the report warns the 
development would pull 
millions of pounds out of the 
town centre. 

Retail specialists Strategic 
Perspectives LLP said permission 
should be given to replace Tesco in 
Fordham Road with a bigger store in 
its review commissioned by Forest 
Heath District Council, which will 
help councillors decide which of four 
applications involving supermarkets 
should be given the green light later 
this year. 
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The report concluded there was 
also room for a new supermarket in 
Newmarket and its preferred 
application was the one which 
includes an Asda store, a hotel and 
shops on land bounded by High 
Street, Rowley Drive and Black Bear 
Lane. 

But Strategic Perspectives said the 
application involved “significant 
planning policy issues” which needed 
addressing and its thumbs-up was 
subject to the council’s assessment of 
the proposals which were not 
examined in detail in the review. 

Speaking of the proposed Asda, the 
report said: “In our judgement this 


store has a limited non-food offer and 
will dovetail with the proposed 
increase in Tesco’s non-food offer. 
This will minimise the overall trade 
diversion and impact on the town 
centre and will not, in our judgement, 
result in any significant adverse 
impacts.” 

The Morrison’s application for 
Newmarket’s old gasworks site was 
named as their third preference and 
the proposals which include a 
Sainsbury’s, shops and a cinema on 
the George Lambton Playing Fields 
came in last. 

Strategic Perspectives’ report said 
the Tesco would suck £5.5m from the 
town centre’s turnover in 2016, 114.5 
per cent less than the £11.8m it 


estimates the playing fields 
application would divert and 12.7 per 
cent less than the £6.2m Morrison’s is 
forecast to take. 

The Morrison’s plan trumped the 
playing fields proposals, the report 
said, for reasons including the smaller 
size of the proposed store and the 
site’s closer proximity to the town 
centre. It said the uses the out-of- 
town playing fields site would be put 
to would represent “a significant 
challenge to the future vitality and 
viability of the town centre”. 

A spokeswoman for the district 
council said: “The analysis will form 
part of the evidence which will be 
considered by development control 
committee members when they take 
their decisions.”

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Rape accused 
before judge 

A MAN accused of raping two children 
in the 1990s has appeared before a 
judge. 

Geraldo Tucciarone, of St John’s 
Close, Mildenhall, is charged with four 
counts of rape and three counts of 
indecent assault, which allegedly took 
place between 1991 and 1999. 

He appeared at Ipswich Crown Court 
for a preliminary hearing on Wednesday 
at which Mr Justice Saunders said he 
would continue to be granted bail until 
his next court appearance on condition 
he does not contact any of the alleged 
victims. 

Tucciarone, 50, faces three charges of 
raping a girl under the age of 16 
between January 1, 1998, and December 
31, 1999, in Mildenhall, and one charge 
of indecent assault of the same girl 
between May 17, 1991, and May 16, 
1996, in Mildenhall. 

He also faces one charge of raping a 
boy under the age of 16 between May 31 
and September 1, 1995, and of 
indecently assaulting the boy between 
December 1, 1994, and January 1, 1995, 
in Hinckley in Leicestershire. 

He was also charged with the 
indecent assault of a third child, a boy 
under the age of 16, between April 21, 
1995, and April 20, 1996, in Mildenhall. 

Mr Justice Saunders told Tucciarione 
he would have to return to court on 
August 31 for a plea and case 
management hearing.

Disused land could be turned into play area for 
children in cul-de-sac to give them a safer space 


MUMS and dads are campaigning 
for the transformation of an almost 
disused concrete space into a play 
area for about 50 children. 

A petition calling for an area at 
the back of Charles Close to be 
turned into a playground or grassed 
area has attracted about 80 
signatures and has been handed to 
Newmarket Town Council. 

Karen Douce, a Charles Close 
resident and mum-of-three, said at a 
meeting of the council’s community 
services committee on Monday that 
an increasing number of complaints 
were being made about balls hitting 
cars, for example, but they were at a 


loss as to what to do with the little 
ones who were playing. 

Speaking at the meeting, the 38- 
year-old said: “We understand there 
is a problem with the amount of 
children but our hands are tied as to 
how to occupy them in the safety of 
our own little cul-de-sac.” 

They are suggesting a gated play 
area could be created which could 
be locked between 8pm and 8am to 
avoid others living nearby being 
disturbed by any noise. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Jacko Fanshawe, whose ward 
includes Charles Close, said there 
was nowhere for the cul-de-sac’s 


children to play other than in the 
road which was a dangerous option 
with cars driving in and out. But she 
said the area currently used as a car 
park by a single car would seem to 
be a good solution to the problem. 

She said: “It’s not being used 
except for this one white van and it 
seems to be an ideal situation for 
these children to play in.” 

Newmarket Town Council 
resolved to write to Forest Heath 
towards finding out who owns the 
area. A recommendation stating the 
council’s support for the parents’ 
plight will go to the full council for 
approval at the end of the month.

Boost for rail passengers 
as work starts on upgrade 


WORK to extend New¬ 
market’s station platform to 
accommodate three- 
carriage trains is set start 
today or tomorrow. 

Announcements telling 
passengers heading for 
Newmarket to move into the 
front two carriages to alight will 
be a thing of the past after 
Network Rail’s work to extend 
the useable stretch of the 
platform by 25m. 

Preparatory work is already 
under way and the project is set 
to take 10 days. 

Chris Denham, a spokesman 
for Network Rail, said: “It will 
make passengers’ journeys 
easier, better and it’s a real 
positive step. It shows we are 
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investing in the railway, not just 
in big projects like King’s Cross 
but in smaller rural stations like 
Newmarket.” 

Ross Taylor, of rail users 
group the Mid Anglia Rail 
Passengers’ Association 
(Marpa), which has been 
campaigning for better facilities 
at the station, said: “We are all 
in favour of it - the more 
improvements we can get at 
Newmarket the better.” 

He said the extension would 
make the trains run more 
smoothly and cut out confusion 
over which carriages people 
need to be in to get off at 
Newmarket. 

He added: “The important 


thing is you will get people on 
and off the trains a lot easier - 
that’s going to be the main 
benefit. You can only open the 
doors on two carriages 
currently. To get the doors on all 
three open means you will get 
people on and off a lot quicker 
and get the train away quicker, 
reducing delays.” 

Passengers are being warned 
the contractor’s works 
compound will squeeze the 
space available in the station 
car park for the duration of the 
work. 

An audit of the facilities at 
the station and in the vicinity 
will be carried out after the 
work has taken place. 

Members of Marpa and fellow 
passengers’ group Railfuture 


East Anglia slammed the 
station’s facilities following a 
survey they carried out in 
September and have been 
calling for improvements 
including a longer platform, a 
bigger car park and better 
passenger shelters. 

Following a site visit at the 
station in April, train operator 
Greater Anglia said it had 
agreed to assess with the 
interested parties improvements 
that could be made in and 
around Newmarket station and 
they would investigate the costs 
and potential funding sources. 

Mr Taylor said: “Hopefully 
the platform will kick-start 
something and we will see the 
improvements we all want to 
see.” 
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We're all set for the Olympic Torch! 


The event will taking 
place between Friday 
and Sunday at the Our 
Lady Immaculate and St 
Etheldreda Catholic 
Church. 


Entry to the event, 
organised by the Friends 
of St Louis, the parent 
body of Newmarket’s St 
Louis Catholic Primary 
School, will be free. 
Donations made will be 
divided between the 
church, the primary 
school and 
homelessness charity 
Newmarket Open Door. 
Also available to view 
will be entries to a 
photography 
competition organised 
by the Friends and held 
in conjunction with 
their 2012 Festival of 
Sport event which took 
place on the Severals in 
May. 

An Olympic Torch will 
be available to view and 
photograph on Sunday 
from noon.

The bins, benches, cycle racks and 
plants have been put in place as the 
first phase of the High Street 
regeneration committee's efforts to 
give the street a boost. 

A sum of £50,000 was handed to 
the committee to be spent on the 
ongoing task by the 
town council after 
Newmarket 
residents had their 
say on which one of 
a series of projects 
the money should 
go to last year. 


Town ready to bum 
bright in spotlight 


NEWMARKET will cele¬ 
brate its turn with the torch 
on Saturday - and the town 
is gearing up for its moment 
to shine. 

Thousands of people are 
expected to line the streets to 
glimpse the Olympic Flame as it 
is carried down Fordham Road 
from the junction with Noel 
Murless Drive, past the historic 
clock tower and along High 
Street to its junction with 
Birdcage Walk. 

Jon Eaton, community 
development officer at Forest 
Heath District Council, said: “We 
are looking at a realistic figure of 
10,000 people.” 

Six inspirational people 
including Newmarket’s Cheryl 
Scotland-Wigg, a fundraising 
mum, and Louise Barnes, a 
cancer survivor, Teenage Cancer 
Trust fundraiser and 
radiotherapy degree student from 
Sewards End near Saffron 
Walden, will carry the torch for 
part of its visit. 

Mr Eaton said the bearers will 
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step out with the torch a few 
minutes after a pre-activation 
convoy of vehicles rolls into 
town. Spectators in some other 
locations along the torch route 
had dispersed after the first wave 
of vehicles believing that was it, 
he said, and urged people in 
Newmarket to hold on for the 
real thing. 

He said: “What we must stress 
is in certain areas of the country, 
people have had the pre¬ 
activation convoy and walked 
away - there will be a natural 
five to 10-minute space and 
that’s when the torchbearers will 
then enter.” 

Temporary free park and walk 
facilities will be in operation at 
the George Lambton Playing 
Fields and the gravel car park in 
Moulton Road and charges at 
town centre car parks will be 
suspended from 3pm. 

The market will close at 1pm 
and Market Square will open 
from 2pm as a blue badge car 
park. 


High Street parking bays will 
become viewing areas and rolling 
road closures will affect streets 
from 5pm, including High Street 
and Fordham Road. 

A viewing area for schools is 
being established at Fairstead 
House and local Scouts will be 
creating a guard of honour in and 
around the zone. 

Cllr David Bowman, Forest 
Heath District Council’s cabinet 
member economic development 
and tourism, said: “The Olympic 
Torch relay will be a memorable 
occasion, giving businesses a 
terrific opportunity to show the 
great things Newmarket has to 
offer. 

“We are known for our historic 
equine heritage and I am 
delighted that two horses from 
the City of London Police will be 
joining the crowds lining the 
streets.” 

Horses Sellon and Ariel will be 
out and about from 2.30pm as 
part of the policing operation set 
to involve almost 30 officers. 

As many as 125 volunteers, 
including civilian staff from the

Man convicted of 
schoolgirl assault 


A MAN has been 
convicted of sexually 
assaulting a schoolgirl. 

Jonathan Trett, 45, had denied 
two offences but was found 
guilty by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court last Friday. 

During a four-day trial, Trett 
had been accused of sexually 
assaulting the girl, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
while she was visiting his house 
at Highfield, Lakenheath, on 
June 12 last year. 

Giving evidence via a video 
link, the girl alleged the first 
incident had taken place in a 
bedroom where Trett, who 
claimed to be suffering from a

headache, had asked her to give 
him a cuddle while he was 
wearing only a pair of shorts. 

The girl, who earlier had been 
with friends watching a stock 
car meeting at Mildenhall 
Stadium, said Trett had gone on 
to touch her from behind 
around her breast area. 

She alleged Trett had placed 
his hands on her bottom a short 
time later as she stood in the 
kitchen and kissed her on the 
lips. She said: “He said I was a 
such a good girl. I was a 
treasure.” 

Trett told the jury none of the 
incidents ever happened but he 


could not offer an explanation 
as to why the girl would make 
up her evidence. 

He denied having engineered 
a situation to ensure the girl 
visited his house to allow the 
alleged offences to take place. 

The jury of seven men and 
five women returned majority 
guilty verdicts on two counts of 
sexually assaulting a girl aged 
under 13. 

Judge John Holt ordered Trett 
to sign the sexual offences 
register and ordered the 
Probation Service to prepare a 
pre-sentence report. 

Trett will be sentenced in the 
week commencing July 23.

Vulnerable people 
are being let down 

Sir, I attended a 'consultation' meeting with 
Harmoni concerning out-of- hours medical 
services for Newmarket in order to register, on 
behalf of Racing Welfare's Newmarket 
beneficiaries, our profound concerns. 

Many of our beneficiaries are elderly and 
infirm and the present proposals to remove out- 
of-hours medical services permanently from the 
town are particularly distressing as well as 
inconvenient. 

Whilst we were told that more home visits 
were available it did nothing to remove the 
disturbing perception that medical help is only 
available at the end of an expensive taxi ride to 
Mildenhall or Bury St Edmunds. 

Whilst Harmoni may do its best to fulfil the 
terms of its current contract as efficiently as 
possible, under the present arrangements it 
cannot provide the reassurance to potentially 
vulnerable people that their interests and 
wellbeing are paramount. 

For all of us it is difficult to understand that in 
a community of around 20,000, with more than 
three major medical practices, at least 30 
doctors and a cottage hospital, local medical 
cover cannot be provided for more than around 
50 of the 168 hours in a week. 

However, these problems are fundamentally 
political and not least a product of the current 
GP contracts. But, as GPs are set to take on 
service commissioning responsibilities in the not 
too distant future, it may be that they will 
respond to the needs and requirements of their 
patients (and ultimate paymasters) and ensure 
that local out-of-hours services are provided 
from local resources. No doubt they will be 
encouraged in this view by strong 
representations from their patients. In the 
meantime I trust that our local representatives 
will advocate in the strongest possible terms to 
the Suffolk County council scrutiny committee 
that the present arrangements are 
unacceptable.

Leisure centre 
row resolved? 

INTERIM measures have been agreed in 
a bid to resolve a situation which led 
Newmarket Gymnastics Club to claim it 
was being forced to close. 

The club said it had been told it could 
no longer use the main hall of the town’s 
leisure centre on Wednesdays between 
4pm and 6.30pm from the autumn 
because the space was required by 
Newmarket College, which is expanding 
by hundreds of students in September. 

Kerry Morris, head coach of the club, 
which has between 150 and 160 
members and also meets on Saturdays, 
had said in an email to the News : “The 
club is unable to move to any other 
evening because the majority of coaches 
are unable to attend and many children 
do other activities at this time. 

“The disruption of children would be 
enormous but would be manageable, 
without coaches the club cannot 
operate. The club cannot - and on 
principle does not want to - cancel 
lessons for half its students and ‘choose’ 
half to continue on Saturday mornings, 
we are run on a shoestring and could not 
afford to run only one session.” 

But the club met with parties 
including Newmarket College and 
Anglia Community Leisure (ACL) which 
is responsible for the leisure centre last 
Thursday. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, Newmarket 
College’s principal, said it had been 
agreed during the meeting the club 
could use the sports hall from 5pm on 
Wednesdays and ACL would look into 
the option of extending the gym club’s 
slot longer into the evening and the 
arrangements would be reviewed in 
January.

Brigadier Burton said the 
prospect of having to travel a 
long way or wait a long time to 
see a doctor may dissuade 



people from picking up the 
phone altogether. 

He said he wanted to see the 
reopening of the base at the very 
least, although he would 
ideally like to see 
surgeries return to 
providing out-of-hours 
care, and he encouraged 
people to tell their 
doctors how they feel 
about the issue. 

Dr David Lee, regional 
medical director for 
Harmoni, said: “The 
service is configured so 
that people should not have a 
journey time of more than 30 
minutes maximum to see a 
doctor if this is felt necessary.”

A PRIVATE company will 
take over the running of 
Newmarket Hospital in the 
autumn. 

Serco has been named as the 
preferred bidder to provide a 
range of community health 
services in Suffolk, including the 
hospital in Exning Road. 

The company is expected to 
sign a three-year contract shortly 
and Serco is set to start running 
community hospitals, adult 
community services and 
specialist children’s services in 
most of the county on behalf of 
the primary care trust (PCT), 
NHS Suffolk, from October 12. 

Warwick Hirst, chairman of 
the Newmarket Health Forum, 
an independent body created to 
look after the town’s interests, 
said they had not been told 
about the change. 

He added: “The health forum 
will seek a meeting with Serco 
and with the NHS to understand 
the implication of this change.” 

Cllr Keith Bovill of Newmarket 
Town Council said: “What’s 
done is done, you just have to 
trust that the NHS Strategic 
Projects Team has made the right 
decision in awarding the 


contract and that provision will 
be enhanced for patients, and 
that existing staff are not unduly 
affected.” 

The services are currently 
provided by Suffolk Community 
Healthcare (SCH) which is part 
of NHS Suffolk. 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk 
said: “The care provided will 
still be NHS care. It will be 
funded by the NHS and 
managed locally to ensure safety 
and quality of services.” 

A Serco spokesman said: “The 
safety and the quality of patient 


care are our number one priority. 

“As a result of these changes 
there will be a reduction over the 
current cost meaning that the 
PCT has more to spend on 
patient care. 

“The change is in line with the 
national Transforming Comm¬ 
unity Services guidance from the 
Department of Health which 
stipulates that all primary care 
trusts, like NHS Suffolk, will no 
longer directly provide 
community services and will 
instead commission these 
services.”

Shotgun killer given 
35-year jail sentence

A SHOTGUN killer who blasted 
to death two men at a travellers’ 
site has been jailed for life. 

Christopher Line had denied 
murdering David Castell and Shane 
Hill at Willow Park, Beck Row, but a 
jury at Ipswich Crown Court on June 
27 returned a unanimous guilty 
verdict after deliberating for more 
than four hours. 

Line, 29, was told he will serve a 
minimum of 35 years behind bars 
before he can apply for parole. 

In sentencing him, judge Mr Justice 
Saunders said: “These were brutal 
and merciless killings and demon¬ 
strate that the defendant has little 
regard for the lives of others. 

“He was in possession of shotguns 
which he has stolen in burglaries and 
he has shown that he is prepared to 
use them to take life.” 

During the trial, the court heard 
allegations Mr Castell and Mr Hill, 
both from Southend, had arrived at 
the site on the evening of March 15 
last year to carry out an arson attack. 

The prosecution claimed Line, who 
had been guarding his employer Sam 
Vinden’s plot, had lain in wait with a 
cache of weapons. 

Mr Justice Saunders said he was 
sure there had been a plan to use a

firearm to defend the site but it 
seemed unlikely the aim had been to 
let two men to start fires before 
shooting them as they left. 

He said: “It seems to me that 
something went wrong in the 
defendant’s attempts to protect the 
property.” 

Mr Hill’s body was found in the 


road outside the site while the body of 
Mr Castell was found inside a burning 
car. Both had suffered multiple 
gunshot wounds at point-blank range 
in what Karim Khalil QC, prosecuting, 
described during the trial as an 
“execution”. 

The shotgun used in the killings 
came from a cache of five weapons 
Line, of Willow Park, Beck Row, 
admitted wrapping in a sack and a 
horse blanket and hiding under a tree. 

During the trial, Line had denied 
arming himself despite admitting 
being “vulnerable and scared” 
following an attempted arson attack 
three days earlier. He claimed the 
murders had taken place yards from 
where he was standing without his 
knowledge. 

The defendant, a landscape 
gardener, said he had been watching 
DVDs instead of keeping a close 
watch from a converted stable 
building and had failed to spot two 
men using petrol to start fires. 

Mr Khalil told the jury the victims 
were involved in a long-running 
dispute with Mr Vinden who, along 
with Line, had been warned by police 
their lives could be in danger. 

After the guilty verdict, the jury 
heard Line was serving a five-year 
sentence for arson after starting fires 
at a house in Norfolk the day after the 
shootings.

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Prison officer 
and inmate 
‘conspired to 
bring in drugs’ 


A PRISON officer and an inmate 
conspired to smuggle heroin and 
cannabis into a jail, a court 
heard. 

Alex Sheppard, 22, was caught out 
by a random search as he arrived for a 
night shift at HMP Highpoint in 
Stradishall on May 27 last year. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Chibafa told 
Ipswich Crown Court that inside a 
rucksack being carried by Sheppard 
were two packages, one containing 
heroin and the other cannabis. 

Inside the prison was Adam Bloy, 25, 
serving a sentence for robbery, who 
was the intended recipient. 

Sheppard owned up immediately to 
a senior prison officer who then alerted 
police, resulting in Sheppard’s arrest. 

Both Sheppard and Bloy pleaded 
guilty to two offences of conspiracy to 
supply controlled drugs. 

The court heard Sheppard claimed 
he committed the offence because of 
threats made by Bloy. 

Sheppard told the court: “I felt 
intimidated and scared. I agreed to do 
it because I was worried about what 
would happen if I didn’t.” 

However, Bloy alleged Sheppard was 
smuggling the drugs in return for a 
cash payment of £300. 

Bloy said Sheppard, who was in 
financial difficulties, had seemed 
“quite happy” to do it.

The hearing has been adjourned 
until a date yet to be set when Judge 
John Holt will decide which version of 
events to accept and then sentence 
both men, who remain in custody. 

Sheppard, of Watlington, near King’s 
Lynn, had worked for three years at 
HMP Highpoint carrying out night 
duties which included manning the 
gate and carrying out roll calls. 

He told the court he had known Bloy, 
of King’s Lynn, before he was sent to 
prison and had filled in a form telling 
the authorities this. 

Sheppard admitted he had failed to 
tell any senior officers he was in 
contact with Bloy via a mobile phone 
which was prohibited within the 
prison. The phone was found when 
Bloy’s cell was searched. 

The drugs found in the rucksack 
were alleged to have been collected by 
Sheppard from a woman in Bury St 
Edmunds on the instructions of Bloy. 

Fiona Wraight, a 21-year-old 
financial consultant of Bury St 
Edmunds, pleaded guilty to conveying 
a bottle of vodka which was also inside 
the rucksack. 

She was sentenced to eight months 
imprisonment, suspended for 12 
months, with a requirement to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid work. 


My favourite coach? It's the one 
we put in a museum

A MAN who has driven 
coaches for more than 40 
years has published a book 
about his favourite one in the 
year of its 50th anniversary. 
Jim Neale, from Burwell, said 
he had driven hundreds of 
coaches over the years but the 
932 BCE bought by Burwell 
and District Motor Services in 
1962 is the only one he can 
visit whenever he pleases. 

The 62-year-old said: "It's not 
the one I have driven the most 
or the best-looking one, it's 
the one that has been involved 
in my life for such a long 
period. Of all the hundreds of 
coaches I have driven they 
have only been for a few 
years. 

"The fact is this one is still in 
the museum. If I want to, I can 
go and sit in it, I can look at it, 
whereas with the others I have 


only got photographs of them. 
"Hopefully, when I'm dead 
and gone, it will still be there 
to remind people there was a 
Burwell and District." 

He drove the vehicle just over 
1,000 miles while it belonged 
to Burwell and District. They 
sold it to Rules Coaches of 
Boxford in 1972 and it was 
saved from the scrapheap by 
the Burwell and District Bus 
Preservation Society, which 
bought it for £300 a decade 
later. 

Mr Neale, who helped found 
the preservation society, said: 
"We bought it back from Rules 
Coaches and it was 20 years 
old. If we hadn't bought it 
back from Rules it would have 
gone for scrap; there was so 
much work needed doing, it 
was worn out." 

After doing it up over about 


five years, they drove it to 
events like bus and coach 
rallies for almost 20 years and 
the vehicle is now settled in 
the Vintage Vehicles Gallery at 
Burwell Museum. 

Mr Neale said it was "nothing 
short of a miracle" it had been 
saved. He said: "It was a 
consequence of so many 
coincidences that we managed 
to get here to do it. Otherwise 
it would have gone for scrap 
and been long gone and 
forgotten." 

Mr Neale is also writing a 
book on the history of 
Cambridge coach services.

Purge targets 
danger drivers 

Truckers provide focus for crackdown 


LAW-breaking lorry drivers have 
been targeted in the first 
crackdown of its kind in Suffolk. 

Almost 170 offences were identified 
during the five-day enforcement 
campaign which saw officers patrolling 
the A14, All and A12. 

The officers’ particular focus was on 
offences which can distract drivers 
including using a mobile phone, 
reading a map, eating or drinking. 

Sgt Paul Ward, of Suffolk Police’s 
casualty reduction team, which carried 
out the large goods vehicle enforcement 
campaign, said: “The consequences of a 
driver of a large goods vehicle losing 
control could be catastrophic. 

“This enforcement campaign was the 
first of its kind in Suffolk and by being 
able to patrol within a tractor unit, we 
were able to look into cabs to gather 
video evidence of any driver breaking 
the law. Officers riding on motorcycles 
accompanied the police lorry and were 
then able to stop any identified 
offenders. 

“Using a mobile phone while driving, 
speeding and not wearing a seatbelt are 
three of the four main contributors to 
serious or fatal road traffic collisions.

This campaign together with the 
ongoing summer drink-drive campaign 
will hopefully go some way to reducing 
the number of casualties on Suffolk’s 
roads and send out a strong message to 
motorists that those who flout the law 
will be dealt with robustly.” 

He said investigations take place 
following a fatal collision to establish 
whether the driver had been distracted 
by a mobile phone or other device. 

During the crackdown which ended 
on June 22, 120 fixed penalty notices 
were handed out for seatbelt offences, 
23 for mobile phone offences, which 
saw those offending receive three 
points on their licence, and three 
drivers were caught speeding. 

One motorist was caught committing 
a driving licence offence, 10 vehicles 
were found with defects and 11 drivers 
were handed fixed penalty notices and 
three penalty points after they were 
found not to be in proper control of 
their vehicle.

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Elephant among 
thieves’ new haul

A CONCRETE elephant is 
among the ornaments 
pinched from gardens in 
recent weeks. 

The theft of the 2ft ornament 
from outside its owner’s home 
in Fordham is one of at least a 
dozen incidents since April - 
and police believe the culprits 
may be trying to sell on the 
items. 

The Cambridgeshire force 
has released a picture of the 
stolen elephant in a bid to 
catch the thieves. 

It was taken from outside a 
home in Thirlwall Drive 
between 10.30pm on June 19 
and 8am the following day. 

Det Insp Donna Wass said: 
“These are very distinctive 
items and some are very heavy, 
such as the concrete elephant 
which would have required 
more than one person to move. 

“I would urge anyone who 
knows who is responsible for 
these thefts, or has been 
offered these items for sale, to 
contact police.” 

In June, an urn on a pedestal 
on top of a 3ft column was 
snatched from Strollers Way in 
Stetchworth and two black 
ceramic pots stolen from Cedar 
Gardens in Burwell. 


A 3ft stone statue of a 
woman wearing a hat and 
pushing a wheelbarrow was 
lugged out of a garden in Frank 
Bridges Close in Soham in the 
same month, while May saw 
thieves cart off a sandstone dog 
labelled ‘beware of the owner' 
from Clarks Drove in the town. 

Four more similar thefts took 
place in Soham in April. A 3ft 
ornate Victorian chimney pot 
was stolen from Fountain Lane 
a terracotta ball, cone and 
cylinder were taken from a 
garden in Sand Street, an 
ornamental chimney was 
stolen from Pratt Street and 


metal coated square tubs were 
pinched from Bittern Grove. 

During the same month, 
thieves helped themselves to 
concrete stands in Station 
Road, Haddenham, and to two 
concrete flowerpots in Ely 
Road in Witchford. 

A stone figurine was taken 
from Henley Way in Ely 
between 9am on June 22 and 
4pm on Monday, June 25.

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Getting an 
education 

As she arrives in Cambridge, West End and screen star 
Claire Sweeney tells LOUISE CUMMINGS how it feels to 
step into Julie Walters’ shoes in Educating Rita 



B UBBLY, brimming with 
confidence and Scouse 
charm, stage and screen 
darling Claire Sweeney doesn't 
strike you as the type to worry 
about anything. 

But she has been suffering sleepless 
nights of late. And it's not at the 
thought of a Brookside re-run. The 
gregarious one, it seems, has met her 
match with the latest script to fall onto 
her doormat: taking up the role made 
famous by Julia Walters in the Willy 
Russell classic Educating Rita. 

"You're talking 130 pages of dialogue 
for just the two of us and you know, I 
have to do three-page speeches; it's 
absolutely terrifying," she confides in 
her friendly Liverpudlian lilt. 

Fortunately, the actress has had a lot 
of support from her stage sidekick, 
Olivier-award winning actor Matthew 
Kelly. "The only way I could bed the 
lines in was to keep going over them 
with Matthew; it was impossible sitting 
and looking at the script at home, I 
thought I was never going to learn it. 
Matthew's a wonderful guy; I know him 
from when I did Celebrity Stars in Their 
Eyes. We're buddies on stage as well as 


off," she enthuses. 

The film version, which starred Julie 
Walters and Michael Caine, was Oscar- 
nominated and won three Bafta 
Awards. 

For those who haven't seen Willy 
Russell's modem classic, which was 
inspired by his own experiences at 
evening classes, it follows feisty 
Liverpudlian hairdresser Rita who has a 
new-found passion for higher education 
and self-improvement. Cue jaded 
university professor Frank, whose 
disillusionment with life has driven him 
to the bottle. Offering to tutor the brash 
student to earn extra cash, Frank's 
attitude is soon challenged and he is 
forced to reassess his life. 

"It's such a beautifully written play, 
an amazing life-affirming piece," Claire 
says thoughtfully. "I love the humour, I 
love the pathos; you know, it touches 
every element of emotion and it's so 
cleverly written. 

"Working with Willy Russell is a 
dream because he's a childhood hero 
of mine. I grew up with his plays in 
Liverpool." 

Hailing from Walton, having had a 
typical working class upbringing, Claire 
has found it easy to empathise with her 


character. "I love Rita, because I can 
relate to her and there are elements of 
her in all of us. She's just fantastic 
because she wants to break the mould, 
break away and better herself, and she's 
getting all this grief for doing it. Then 
Frank educates her and she doesn't 
need him any more, and it's really quite 
sad." 

Surprisingly, though Claire is 
something of a veteran of the West End, 
having starred as Roxie in Chicago, 
Adelaide opposite Patrick Swayze in the 
award-winning production of Guys and 
Dolls, Paulette in a UK Tour of Legally 
Blonde and won rave reviews in 
Andrew Lloyd Webber and Don Black's 
one-woman show Tell Me On A Sunday, 
this is the role she is finding most 
physically draining. "It is truly the most 
exhausting show I have ever done; it's 
the concentration and brainpower 
required for it - it's absolutely 
knackering!" 

This is the 41-year-old's debut 
appearance at the Arts Theatre, though 
she's had a spy in the camp. "My friend 


Sheila Ferguson did pantomime there 
last Christmas and she spoke really 
highly of it, so I am excited," she smiles. 

Over the years, Claire has starred in 
reality shows, including the first 
Celebrity Big Brother and Strictly Come 
Dancing, to presenting daytime 
favourite 60 Minute Makeover, 
appearing on Loose Women, recording 
her own top five album and turning 
forces' sweetheart as the first 
entertainer to fly out to Afghanistan and 
Oman. 

Clearly this exuberant actress has just 
always loved being in the spotlight. After 
all, by the age of 11 she was enrolled at 
Eliot Clark Stage School in Liverpool, 
and by 14 she was playing the clubs, 
aided by her dad, a butcher by trade, 
who would drive her to gigs in the back 
of his meat van. "He used to bribe the 
venues with a leg of lamb to let me 
sing," Claire says, letting out a giggle. "I 
was about 14 or 15; I was singing songs 
from the musicals back then. It's 
amazing that my life has gone full circle 
now." 


But the role that catapulted Claire to 
fame was that of drug smuggling, gun- 
toting Lindsey Corkhill in Channel 4 
soap Brookside. 

"I'm incredibly proud of Brookside," 
she says. "I felt blessed to have such a 
meaty role, especially as I thought I was 
only going in for a couple of episodes, 
then suddenly I got this wonderful part 
to play." 

Claire's latest venture is her own 
clothing line for Fashion World - 
designed for ladies in sizes 12 to 32. 

So could the dream be to turn full¬ 
time fashionista like Victoria Beckham? 
"I'd like to do more, sure, but to be 
honest I feel like I'm living the dream 
every night at the moment. I'm loving 
playing Rita; she's such a wonderful part 
and working with Willy Russell, Matthew 
Kelly and the director, I just feel blessed. 
In my eyes I've achieved the dream."

Knot in my back yard, thanks

I CAUGHT up with Alan 
Titch'marsh at the recent 
BBC Gardeners' World 
Live show when he was 
giving advice on how to 
combat Japanese 
knotweed, the peril of 
many gardeners, a weed 
which is right up there on 
the list of seemingly 
indestructible thugs. 

"It was brought into this country 
as an ornamental plant by the 
Victorians, who thought it was 
beautiful," he lamented. 

It has an underground network 
of tough, fast-growing rhizomes 
which makes it really difficult to 
control and in the summer the 
bamboo-like stems grow to more 
than 2.1m (7ft), suppressing all 
other growth. 

The RHS advises that if you're 
going to try digging it out, remove 
as much root as possible, then

repeatedly destroy regrowth. In 
this way the energy reserves in the 
remaining underground parts will 
be gradually exhausted but this 
process could take a very long 
time. 

Another option is to place a 
layer of carpet over it but you'll 
have to leave it a long time before 
it dies and you can dig it up. 

And when you dispose of the 
plant, do so carefully, allowing it to 
dry out before burning. Whatever 
you do, don't put it on your 


compost heap or into your normal 
household waste because it 
colonises without seeding. It might 
be worth contacting your local 
council for advice on its disposal. 

Titchmarsh, whose second ITV1 
six-part series of Love Your Carden 
is currently being shown on 
Tuesday nights, says the best time 
to tackle this incessant weed is 
when it's in flower. 

"Chop it down to ground level 
and when it starts to regenerate, 
and particularly when it's 


flowering, that's the best time to 
spray Japanese knotweed," he 
says. 

He says it's more susceptible to 
systemic weedkillers such as 
Roundup later in the season. 

"Give it one big blast in autumn 
or late summer when it starts to 
flower," he advises. 

If it's coming through from a 
neighbour's garden, you'll need to 
put a physical vertical barrier in 
the soil, digging a trench not less 
than 2m deep and inserting a 


tough, impenetrable membrane 
into it. 

My own nemesis is ground 
elder, introduced to Britain by the 
Romans as a pot herb and for its 
supposed medicinal purposes. 

I well recall when I first moved 
to my present house, one border 
was covered in it and I ended up 
putting weed-suppressing 
membrane on the whole area, left 
it for about six months and then 
dug out every bit of root I could 


Since then, it has threatened to 
appear from my neighbour's 
garden, but I spray emerging 
leaves with systemic weedkiller on 
warm days in spring and that 
seems to keep it at bay. 

Persistent noeing will weaken 
the plant but won't kill it as the 
rhizomes are brittle and the plant 
will regrow from any fragment. 

If the weed creeps among your 
other garden plants, you may end 
up having to dig those up as well 
and untangle the runners from 
their roots, then allow time for any 
remaining bits to regrow and treat 
them with glyphosate. 

Another rampant pest is couch 
grass, with its fast-growing 
rhizomes, which can produce 
hundreds of feet of roots 
underground, giving rise to a mass 
of shoots above ground. 

It makes plants look untidy, 
with long blades of grass sticking 
out among your flowers, but can 
be dug up as the roots are shallow, 
rarely more than 20cm (8in) deep. 

If you loosen the soil as you go, 
you may be able to pull out long, 
intact lengths of rhizome. Try not 
to leave bits of root in the soil 
because they will only come up 
again. 

If your couch grass has spread 
from the lawn, create a clear edge 
between the lawn and flower 
beds to stop it spreading. 

Aggressive perennial weeds are 
a pain - but planning your attack 
and patience will hopefully help 
to eradicate them.

While Izzi Top was winning in Ireland, 
Gosden had to make do with an 
honourable second at Chantilly, where 
Gregorian could not cope with the 
finishing kick of Aesop's Fables, who is 
owned by Godolphin. 

The previous day Gosden and Buick 
continued their relentless run through the 
season's bigger prizes with a double at 
Newmarket - even if one must have been 
more expected than the other. 
Michelangelo was the 5-6 favourite for the 
£150,000 Tattersalls Millions 3-Y-O Cup 
after winning a Derby trial at Goodwood, 
and his Classic file could be reopened after 
his professional defeat of the useful 
Cameron Highland. 

Gosden said: "It's one step at a time, but I 
will look at either the Gordon Stakes, as 
he has won at Goodwood before, or the 
Great Voltigeur." 

Stable companion Polygon then managed 
to make a mockery of her 33-1 odds by 
turning over the hot favourite Dandino in 
the Betfair Supports The Animal Health 
Trust Fred Archer Stakes.
